But why dol repine at the laſt un- 
happincis , when you chought me worthy of 
the firſt; and how could I fancy you would 
inthrone me in the fair Statira's heart, which 
was the higheſt bleſſing, when you would not 
inthrone me in my Fathers Right, which was 
but a common Juſtice * Here Callimachws 
breaſt-was ſo contracted with grict by a re- 
fletion on what he was engaged to telate,that 
it neccflicated him to a ſmall filence; which 
his generous Auditors would have made 
uſe of, to procure his pardon for their:not ha- 
ving paid him thoſe ſubmiſſions due to his 
Reall quality, which their ignorance was guil- 
ty of, & conſequently could only pong 
for; but Callamachus would not fomuch as 
liſten to their intentions when once he guel- 
ſedat then, which abſolutely to retrench 
he made the greater haſte to ſuppreſs his: dif- 
orders, & having ctteed ir; he thus cotinued, 

| ſhall not ſcruple' ( Generous Princes) 
to acknowledge | 'am - deſcended from 
P+uſias King of Bubynis:, .firnamed the 
Hanter; ' that Prufias, whoto all hisother 
crimes; added rhote A i 7 
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Hannibal , and of ſending Minas to Rome, ex 
preſly co murther his ſon the PrinceNicomedes, 
whom he had married very young unto the 
daughter of Artalys then King of Pergamns ; 
which nuptial was no ſooner celebrated, 
then he repented it, for finding how much the 
young Nicomedes was juſtly adwired by all 
the Bithynians, and that his ſons vertues did 
but render his crimes the more viſible,and de. 
teſtable; he reſolved to deſtroy him by poy- 
ſon, whileſt he yet reſided with hin; & to. this 
he was the more inclin'd, by having the ſame 
belief of Nicomedes, that he had of himſelf, 
which was,that where the power of winning a 
Crown was not wanting, the will of doing 
it was the like, and theretore he feared the at- 
fetion Attalxs paid his fon- in-law, would in- 
vite him to imploy his power for him,to which 
Pryfias knew he muſt ſubmit; not that Bithy- 
ia could not bring as many to reſiſt , as he 
could to invade, but that he knew his Tyran- 
ny had loſt him his ſubjeGs hearts, and conſe- 
quently he couldexpett no fafety from their 
Arms.

the puniſhment of it ) be thought to

he was, was yet kilFd. This news brought to 
Nicomedes,he ran to the dead body, embrac'd 
and wept overit,puniſhed exemplanily all che 
ſouldiers which bad! had a hand'in his deaths 
then gave him a Regall funerall , and after- 
wards languiſhed away his own life. To him 
ſuccceded his Son Nicomedes firnamed Philo- 
pater, who no ſooner came to the age'of re- 
liſhing a Scepter,bat his was forced from'him 
by Socrates , firnamed Chreſiws his only bro- 
ther, and thereby neceſſitated to ſeck prote- 
&ion in Cappadoria, under Ariobartaues the 
King of thatCountry,whoſedaughter he mar-- 
ried, and when ſhe had preſented him with a 
Son alfo called Njcomedes, ſhe engage'd her 
Father in the War againſt Chreſhws, who- 
being a greater Souldier then either Philo- 
pater or: Arjiobarz.anes, not only, aftera ten: * 
yeares War,drove them out ofBithynia which- 
they had invaded, but affo out of Capp 


and forced both the Kings withthe young 

Nicomedes, to fly to Rowe, where ſome years- - 
they continued, tmploring a Roman army for- 
their reſtauration , which they at lergthob. 
teined. The Generals were Marnins: Aqui-- 
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» dins, and Lucius Caſſins, whole armies being 


ſmall, they were ordered to demand an addi- 
tionall force from Mithridates Eupater, who 
having privately agreed with Socrates to have 
Cappadocia, it he would not aſſiſt the Romans 
in recovering Bithynia, deny d Caſſius and 
Mannixs his aſſiſtance , who yet by that in- 
fluence the baniſhedKings had over their ſub- 
jects, defeated and kill'd Socrates ina furious 
Battell, and re-ſeated Ariobarzanes and Ni- 
comedes inthole Thrones, of which they had 
been {o long and ſo unjuſtly deprived. But 
the poor Philopater bad no ſooner received 
his Son from Rome , whole youth was as pro- 
miſing as either his Parcats or the Bithynians 
could deſire, but that his Queen died,and that 
loſs had fo ſtrong an operation upon him, that 
he ſoon accompanied her, and lett Bithynia to 
Nicomedes my Father, I have given you this 
little account of my family, ( the crimes

gaped in hispaſſion to Fontamyrs, and fo ſuc, 
ceſſefully made his Court, that at length it 
was not only ber opinion, but confeſſion, that 
the difference betweene the Kingdonies of 
Mitbridates and Nicomedes was not ncare fo

where they have fince extended their wings.

ed from thoſe cowards which the unfortunate 
Rheſus led to the relief of Troy, and which

Nicomedes 
ſaid no more, neitk-r indeed needed he; for 
the Bithynians were ſo jealous of their pede- 
gree, and fo offended at their enemies, fay- 
ing they were deſcended from thoſe Grecian 
Fugitives, that they eſteemed death a much 
lefſe misforune then to be denied their true 
Original,or to have that falſe one 1m B73 on 
them ; upon both which ſcores only, they 
had often in ancient tines begun and conti- 
nued bloody wars. 

The Military Mufick was beginning to in- 
vite the hearers to drowne it in their ſhouts, 
when a Poſt came to Nicomedes from Fonta- 
myris;to acquaint him, that the Gods had gi- 
ven him the unfortunate Callimachus, (which 
name Arſammor my Governour gave me at 
Athens , it figaifying in the Bithynian lan- 
guage as much as unhappy at the Birth,” my 
owne being Nicomedes, which yet 1 never 
wore, being but too much known by the miſ- 
fortunes of it) But with this defired newes 
. my Father begun the battel, having firſtcoms, 

municated it to the Bithynians, whole joy * 
made 
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made the Enemy mourne;for carried on with 
ſo high an addition to their valours, they a&- 
cd things which both the Romans and M; 

thridates admired. Neither did Nicomedes 
performances exatt a leſſe debr; for having 
now a ſuccefſor, he was the. more prodigal: 
of himſelf, whereby all that durſt reliſt him, 
ſoone found the bloody puniſhment of that 
confidence. Burt alas ! what certainty is there 
of humane things ? When the poor Nicome- 
des in the height of hisglory, and at the head 
of a conquering army, trom a ſingle unknown 
hand , received a Dart, which piercing 
through his body, deprived him of ſpeech. 
and ſenſe. The Bithynians by a general 
groane ſolemnized his fall, and the Mithrida-+ 
tians imagining what alone i (o faire a way 
to victory could produce ſo ſtrange an effect, 
by a ſhout of joy acquainted the (ad Bithyni- 
ans they knew what made them {o. But the 
paſſion of griet at the Bithynians Jofſe being 
greater then their fury for it, and-at the ſame 
ſtant Craters charging into. their greateſt 
body, with his armed Chariots, brought ſo 
general a diforder to Nicomedes (ubjcdts,; that 
they ſcarce could carry off his wounded bo-: 
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- and the Romanes with therr Auxihiaries 
{ecing the Bithyniars fly from that victory, 
they had ſogenerouſly courted, & almoſt ob- 

tained , delpaired of recovering the day; 
which they had much more cauic tor, when 
Craterus | and Arcathias, charged Caſſews in 
front and flank, as Neoptolemys and Archilaus 
did Marnnirs, and as Canzaber and Dorilaus 
did Appins, where they found to. poor an op- 
pofition, that I may therefore truly (ay, they 
got not the glory, though they got the field. 
Some aftectionate ſervants of my Fathers,be- 
lieving when hs {ide loſt his afliſtance , they 
would alſo the battel, carried him away in 
Litter paſt the fury of the execution, and 
then by caſic j Tart brought him to Nico- 
media ; 1 happy he was in his misfortune, as 
to finde by experiment, that the fate of Aſra 
and the lives of fome hundred thouſands had 
nded on his ſword and courage; for 
whileſt thoſe did act, victory folowed his 
ſide, and abandoncd it when they did not. 
Nor was Mzitbridates obliged only to one Ele- 
ment for victory; for his Fleet had trium 
onthe Sca, as his Army had on the Land. Be- .. 
rmitws preſented him wich the heads of Minu- 
tins 
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tins Rufſus , and Caius Popilivs the two Ro- 
man Admarals, whoele&ed to. hare. in theu 
Navies Fate rather then outlive t. And that 
Mxzhridates might have no cloud , to.obicure 
his glory, though the number of his Army 
exceeded his Enemies, yet the number of 
thoſe which fought, did not; for cighty thou- 
{and horſc and foot which compoſed tis laſt 
battalion, obliged che reſt of his Army only, 
by their not contributing to their {uccelle. 
Ten thouſand Bithynian Officers & 1ouldiers . 
whorthat facal day had loſt their liberty, were 
the next brought before Mithridates , who 
ſent them all as a preſent co Foutampris, and;as 
he ſaid, as ſo many witneſſes of. the. error of 
her choice. - Nicomedes as foout as he was Te- = 
covered, ralhed of all his armies ſome fourty 
thouſand foat and fonr thouſand horle, with 
which be attempted Mitbradates Army, which + 
was divided and fecure by their formers vidto- 
rie : But this battel, fought on the banks of 
Gargarms, was an texattrcpetitian of the for-

"keepinig'it; '- Lhis:fcoahd defeat depriv'd him:

by to reproach the Roman avarice. Mitbrida-

But this could not ſo much leſſen the Ro+ 
man intereſt in_ Aſsa, asit did ercreaſe their 
ticle toit; forthe Gods could not prote& the 
Afian quarrel, without proteQing the Afian 
crimes. Thoſe of Delos C ſubje& to the A- 
ug either apprebending to be engaged 
a quarrel which the effuſion of {o; much in- 
re. blood aſſured them would be unſac- 
ceſſefal, or hoping to caſt off the Athenian 


yaak, declared tos wang ox before he aq? into 
Gree Arifton went; but 
haitioatine of 4s und 
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therby ſoon reduced Deloy to her former obe. 
dience,in which. expedition Archilans fo flat- 
rered Ariſton | and fo elevated his ambition, 
that it was concluded betweene them, Mz. 
thridates ſhould make Ariſton Prince of Athens, | 
and that Arifton ſhould do fealty for it to My 
thridates. Yer this was not done with ſo much 
ſecrecy, but that Telamon had ſome ſuſpicion 
of it, which afterwards he was the more con- 
firm'd i in, by the afings of Ariftor , which 
cranſcended what a Free State could ſuffer ; 
But though the Athenians were ſenfible of it, 
yet they wanted the power to redrefle it, for 
beſides the intereſt Ariſton had in Athens, he 
was {o openly countenanced by Archilans, 
chat the diſcovery of his chghe Was a great- 
cr trouble to the people, 'then the 1 mon 
could have'beene. | 
Telemon at length fo wal ated his part, 
that Ariflon permitted him to retire to Mile- 
ts the Metropolis of Caris; 'mndſent fome 
Athenians to convey us thither :| this place he 
elected, as bring by the fituation of it, likely 
to avoid that warre "which now threatened 
Greece, and like to' ne winch 
ſhould threaten it; by t rea Gometmn 
ha 
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had to Art and Nature. [It was there that Te- 
lamon as ſoone as | was capable of learning, 
began coinſtru&tme in Philoſophy , that on 
the-foore of Reafor I might contemne that 
power, andglory, which nusfortune was but 
too hkely to deny me. In this calme retreat 
we learnt thoſe bloody- revolutions which 
edinGreece; howat laſt Seylla:land- 
edthereonly with five Legions, and certaine 
Cohorts and Turmes, in.. which finall army 
there was yet ſocxatt a diſcipline, that it 
made all believe, - thoſe- which had acted the 
higheſt conqueſt, the conqueſt of themſelves, 
would tardly be deniedany other.” - 
Thisbelief not only brought Thebes under 
the Roman power, withotit Scyllas empley 
ng it to procare that end; butalfe deterr'd 
Areathiaa and Archilaws from determining the 
warre by a general battel. But Scyile, after 
having Tleely of wy. ps mm them 
out- mo fo ectadiic 2a refolution, 
rw rirs.comeTw rayon ar wares: 
of Pirexs, believing if the Aſians would not 
attempt eclicving of thoſe places, he ſhould 
F foone win them, or- oo dic; he: ſhonld 


ſoonewinavittory. He concluded, 
F 2 that 
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that it they were ſo ill- ProteQtors of ſuch - 
friends, it woulddeter the Grecians from con- 
tinuing, or at leaſt from aſſuming thatname. 
This reſolution being knowne to Arcathi- 
4s, and Archilans, they determined that the 
firſt of them ſhould keep the field with halfe 
their army to obſtru& Scyllas ſupplies, and 
the laſt ſhould fling himielFinto Pirevs to 
obſtru& his conqueſts ; and that 'the Greci- 
ans might ſce they had not invited them into 
dangers which they declined participating inz 
Ariſton, who in perſon. continued in. Athens, 
having a conſiderable garriſon, , performed 
things with it, which were ſo; and never-any 
Pyramid gave the builder of it more fame , 
then the walls of Pirens gave Piriclon an A. 
thenian Captaihe, who had rais'd: thera du- 
ring the Peloponeſian war, and which it this 
Roman wat rendered all Scy/la's aflaults inva- 
kd, and the battering Ram unworthy that 
name; yet Scylla was not at. all (dejeRed 
hereat, but: clevated- himſelf-with, the glory 
of belieging at once the- greateſt army in 
Greece, and the greateſt City of it, for by this 
time. the Gods had' taken: away the, young 
Prince Arcatbias by a'{udden death as-he was = 
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raifing an army to relieve his friends, or not 
to have ſurvived the unhappineſſe of having 
beene unable to do it; ſo that thoſe forces 
wanting a Captaine fit toemploy them, were 
by Archilans orders come into Atbexs,and Pt 
reus by Sea, which they did ſafely by the 


help of the Mithridatick Gallies, Scylla ha- 


vingnone to diſpute the Empire of that cle- 
* ment with, I muſt confefle (continued Calli- 
machns ) the firſt ations of war which ever 
ve me envy, and a deſire of imitation, were 
thoſe of this ſiege; for never was there more 
Art and courage manifeſted in ſoſnall a com... 
paſſe, as within the Athenian walls, and the: 
Roman Camp. But famine put a 
the befiegers paincs, and the beſicgeds glory; 
« But yet even famine it (elf for a time length- 
ened the ſiege, the death of ſome cantinuing 
the life of others; for the living fed upon. the 
dead 
-/'But in concluſion, There! was, 8 hands to- 
juitifte the walls of Athens; and then Ariſtop! 
retired into.the Caſtle, glorying- that the, A-. 
thenians had left Athens, rather then that the 
Romans'had taken it; bur the ſame miſery. 
which had tcigned in the towne, ſoone. did

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the like in the Caſtle ; where Ariftoz endured 
death with as much reſolution, as he had op- 
poſed it; proud with the knowledge that 
Athens and bis dominion over it found their 
period in one day, and that the nobleſt City 
of the world accompanicd his fall. Scylla be- 
ing thus. Maſter of Athens rewarded his ſoul- 
diers patience and courage with all things fa- 
cred and prophane ; and by the great feverity 
hepratiſed upon thoſe Athenians which had 
eſcaped the war and the famine, made them 
know it had beene an at of more honour,and 
more eaſe, to have expired with their Conn- 
trey, then ſo tohave out-livdit. 
Arebilaus barning with defires of revenge, 
of elſe to evidence by fome high rm- 
ances after Arcathias death that his having bin 
General had hindered many great a&ions, 
drew all the Mithridatick forces into one bo. 
dy, determining therewith to place a peri 
or bring an a es Sc Miles hens The 
Roman General received this Intelligence 
with Prophetick Raptures, and in his high 
Joy before the battel, manifcited his confi- 
dence of winning it. The Countrey neace 
_ Cherovie was the Scene of this Diſpute, from 


which 
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which City the battel took its name. Murewa, 
Galbaand Hortenſrus for a time drew all the 
Romans admiration, till Scy{la, jealous that 
thoſe under him ſhould a& above him , pers 
formed ſuch. prodigies of yalour,that the Ro- 

mans eſteemed it more unjuſt notto give all 

their wonder unto their General, then to 

have deny'd before a part, unto three {uch 

men. Archilews im this dcicat loſt upon the 

place one hundred and ten thouſand men,and 

the hopes of ever having ſo many er a- 

© painein Greece, which by an cxpreſle he ad- 

& vertifed Mibridates of, who. to keep the war 

out of Aſa, forthwith fent Dorilavus and the 
Prince Diegemes with eighty thouſand foot 
mto Greece to men: Archilius,and wa 
able him to. make one other experiment of 
Fortune in the field. 

At the ſame time alſo he aſſembled all the 
Prmees and Terrarchs of Aſra which he fuſpe- 
Qed, or was' not \confident of; and havi 
them im has power, put them, their ls 
children to death, . his|paſtcruelty 
thisan atof wildome ; for he had c 
- ed' {| mankinde, that he couldnt kill an 
but tuch as were bis cuemics, Many Noble 


ET 
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Cities he uſcd as ill by Zenobizs a Lieutenant 
of his, whoſe natural truelty equall'd: his 
Kings; this was the laſt place he ated his Mab 
facres in, and then went to Epheſ, ſus,expeQing 
like reception, and deſigning the like tyranny, 
Bur che Epheſjans finding that reſiſtance, 
could not be worſe then ſubmiſſion, reſolved 
on the firſt, though Philopomenes was Gover- 
nour thereof and made fo by Mithridates, This 
example had ſo good ſucceſſe, that the Cities 
of Thrales, Hippapes and Meſopolites followed 
it, which made Matbridates think, that though Þ 
cruelty was pleaſant to him, yet it was not 
wiſe [ I have not acquainted you with ſo many 
Tyrannies of his, becauſe he was my enemy, but 
to let you ſee ihe 'twar wat only to puniſh the 
unbappy Nicomedes that this Mithridates was 
rais vid but to þ Pun all the ctviliz.d world] To 
thele great revolts he received the certaine 
advertiſement, that Archilaws and Dorilans 
had been defeatediin a furious battel by Scyl- 
la, who derived his victory from his perſonal 
courage; for when his army fled, he ran to 
the firſt Eagle, and taking it up, flew with i t 
into the midſt'of the Afiaticks, crying out.to . 
his ſouldiers; If any acke, 0 Romans , where 
_ you. 
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you'bave abandon'd your General, tell them you 
left bim fighting in Orchomenia : which ex- 
prefſſons and adtion raiſed their ſhame above 
their ſer, 'atnd made them return to the bat- 
tel, in which chey did things that defaced the 
fin of their aflight, and preſented Scylla with 
the Vitory , which though that day far ad- 
vancd, yet it was not till next day perfe&ed; 
for ' ther} aſſaulting and .entring Archiloxs 
Camp, few ſcapdout of it but himſelf. But 
to ality the' joyes of fuch fignal Vicories, 
$cylls received advertiſement / from! Rowe z 
that Cornel1us Cinna, and Caivs Marins baving 
ufurp'd the power of the City and'oyer the 
Senate,had deelar'd him an encnry tothe peo+ 
ple of Rome; had fas'd alltiishouſts and had 
profcrib'd all hi« friends and partizats, » Sexy 
at this ſo fatal intelligence, loſes not his cou+ 
rage;but reſolves by it to form himſelf as great 
an Empire m Greece, and ffio 1 asbys.eficmies 
deſipn'd m Europe , and'then'/in afaill Firll co 
decide who ſhould have both: -But Cime and 
Marins,who knew he had {o ligh an aſcendent 
over hisatmy,- that, what they could do;,, ie 
could perſwadetherts ro dove for bhimand be- 
lieving -no other defigne conkd. proportion

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Scylla's coutage,and judgernent,elected Flac. 


' e#s one of the Conſuls, and ſent him with two 
of the beſt Legions to ſupply Scylla s Office, 
orto force it from him. But Flaccus bei 
no Souldier, they fcnt for his Prxtor Fimbria, 
who had by many exploits in armes rendred 
himſelf juſtly famous. This new Roman ar- 
my being come to Branduſuum,patt of it with 
the Fleet which carried them, was taken by 
Mithridates Fleet ; part of them periſhed ina 
ſtorm, part that were landedin Theſſaly, went 
ro Scylla, not being ab'e toendure Flacews his 
inſolencies; & the; reſt had done the like had þ- 
not Timbria by rcaſons,and clemency hindred 
it, which yet more incensd Flaccus than if 
they had all abandond him ; for. by their ſo 
ſtaying, he found one that ſerved under him, 
had more power over his army, than he; which 
engendred ſuch animoſities between them , 
that Flaccus not only commanded Fimbria 
back to Rowe , but elefted one Terms in his 
placezwhich fo enraged him that he took away 
the Faſces and Rods ( which were the 
Prztorian enſigncs)-as they were carryed be- 
fore Terms , who fled to Flacexs for repara- 
tion. TheConſul hereupon camands his Soul- 
| * diers | 
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diers to ſeize uponFimbria, whoexperiment- 
ed their love was a better commiſſion then 


the Senate without it could give; for all the 
army abandon d Flaccus,who was forced to fly 
to Chalcis, whither Fambria followed, and 4 
length found him hid in a Well,from whence R 
being taken out,though he imploy 'dFimbria's 
pitty even in tears, yet he cauſ{d his head forth= 
with to be cut off and flung into the Sea, 
though Flacexs was both Conſul and Ge- 
neral, and Fimbria but a private Citizen.” But 
to repair ſo (ignal an affront to the 
Empire, he vigorouſly proſecuted Mirhridates 
friends, which were the greateſtenemies of it; 
which heſaid , was the end why. the army was 
ſent out of lraly , and which had thitherto 
been, interrupted by the executed Conful's 
impertinency. Amongſt his many exploits, 
one I cannot but mention, which was his 
cruelty and treachery to the Illians ; for find- _ 
ing their ſtrength might give his Romans as 
long a trouble, as it once did the Greciaris; he 
left off force,and flatter d them ſo ſucceſsfully 
under the name of Fathers of Rowe, that they 
admitted him into their City with his army;

ty, than my honor, had occaſioned this pro- 
ceeding,andin that faith I found in my trous 
ble, my ſatisfaction. 

Bur ( faid Callimachus ) ro continue this 
part of my Story in that brevity which I have 
hitherto practiſed, I ſhall tell you, that after 
the Magiſtrates had declar'd we ſhould not 
be freed, till we had mutually ſworn never to 
fight a oainſt each other , and that all our 
friends had long, and unſuccesfully endeavord 
to cxtort that promiſe fram us, wearied with 
our confinement, more with ournot wait? 
upon Monyma, but moſt of all to obey her 
command, we paſt that aſſurance before her, 
and contmued as much friends, as perſons 
which had fo little cauſe for it, could be, The 
next day after this reconciliatts, Monyma ſent 
ro me tomeet herat Irezes (with whom ſhe 
was pericQly reconcil'd, having diſcovered her 
miſtake) where ſhe told me, the had received 
a politive command from Philopomanes , ne- 
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yer toadmit any of my viſits , and therefore 
henceforth , thoſe I payd her muſt be where 
I then was, and that too both privately, and 
feldome,lcalt the privilege of going to ſee her 
friend might be alto denyed her, ſhe further 
told me,ſhe was confident this had long finee 
been reſolv'd though but that morning onely 
injoin'd : for her Father knew too well, how 
much an alliance with'fo confiderable a Per-- 
ſon,and fo vaſtly rich, as Diocles was, would 
be to his advantage,and ſettlement in Miletus; 
not to proſccute it with his utmoſt endea- 
vours, and that | had he given her that eom- 
mand before the reconcilntion, it would for: 
ever have hinder'dit, for knowing I ſhould 
have been' eternally deprivd of her company; 
I would probably have declin'd that agree- 
ment, which muſt have involy'd ary Rivalin 
the like infelicity;ſhe then too acquainted me 

with that which her diforders at my: former 


viſit ba& made her omit, which wis;thae be- 
fore Diocles made any expreffions of lis'patii- 
ons to her, he had comur'd her toacquaint 
him, whether ſhe hadany mchinations for , 'or 
gemerits roune; that if ſhe hiud;' he right 
not be forndeas co give any interriiption t0's 
” 4 L 2 PCT» 
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perſon, whoſe ſatisfaction ſhould alwaies form 
his: to which, ſhe afſur'd him ſhe hadnot; 
which then was a reall truth: my not waiting 
on her __ made her believe, I had ſup- 
preſt my inclinations for her , which hadin- 
vited her to ſilence any ſhe honourd me with, 
This information made me much leſſen that 
averſion I had for Diocles, who I till then 
thought had deſignedly endeavoured to be 
my Rival: but on theother fide I was ſtruck 
with ſo deep a {adneſle, foreſeeing thoſe ob- 
ſtructions, my paſſion would contendwith, 
that neither ſome freſh favours of Monyma's, 
nor Trenes promiſing me- all her aſſiſtance, 
could any way deveſt me of my melancholy ; 
which made the firſt of them tell me, the 
thought-my afteQion was not neer ſo high as 
L repreſented it,fince ſhe too viſibly found my 
fear was greater then my love; and that the 
apprehenfions of things to come, were more 
prevalent to; make me fad than her friend- 
ſhip was tohinder me from it. 

I was much aſham'd to have this reprehen- 
fjon,but much more to have deſerved it, which 


to.do ſono longer, I forced my ſelf to divert 
tha. two perſons, I {ce juſtly chermedmideb 


ry 
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yet Tdid ſo'conſtrainedly, that I gave them: 
more caule of pitty, than ſatisfaQion., 

I had ſometime the happineſſe of thus wait- 
ing on Monyma at the fair Irene's, and of re- 
cciving reiterated aſſurances fromher, that 
neither Diocles's addreſſe, nor Philopomanes 
commands,cou]d any thing prevail to the pre- 
judice of my paſſion; And as ſhe was determin'd. 
not to give her ſet coany withour his conſent, 
ſo ſhe would not be given co any without her 
Own. 

*T was by ſuch entertainements as-theſe that. 
at length my grief was conquerd, and almoſt 
the two moones of Telamon's abſence, during 
all which Thad not heard any thing of,or from 
him, which gave me occaſion both of trouble 
' and wonder. Bur alas, not long after this 
tolerable condition I was told by Monynea,thar 
ber vigilant Father having diſcovered: theſe 
hours of entertaiement , we: enyoyd at./ the 
fair Ireze's, he had ſo exprefly prohibited her 
cyer to ſpeak to me again,that now there was 
no way left cf communicating our minds, 
but by letters, which roo mult be managd:

But now I muſt make a little digreſſion, to 
inform you of what brought as great,as uncx- 
peceda change,not onely itt my then paſſion, 
but in all che ſubſequent ations of: my life, 
When Syl/a had pacified Afza,and made condi- 
ri6ns with, or rather impos d them on Mithri- 
dates;two of which were, that 4riobarzanes 
ſhould be reſtored to Cappadocia, and Nicome- 
des to Bithynia,he shipr his army for Italy in 
the reſigned up Fleet of the Ponticke King,8 
left Myrenaand Cotta, with twolegions onel 
(cither to ſhew how ablolute his comes 
had been,or that he could ſpare no more trom 
his mrtended one) to fettle thoſe Princes in 
their Thrones, and to order thoſe, other af- + 
faires, which his precipitate departure had de- 
nied him time to cicct. 

Theſe two Roman Commanders ſummon'd 
Mwubridates to withdraw. his Garriſons, and 
Army,out ofthoſe two Kingdoms, which at 
firft he ſeem'd to fend comands to have done, 
but the Governours made fo many delaycs, 
2nd frivolous excuſes, that the Romans began 
ro believe ; hisintentians and: his promiſes 

were 


—————<————_— 
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were different. And the truth was,: Mitbri- 
dates did but protract the time, till he could 
hear what Sylla did in Italy, re{olving (as the 
event manifeſted ) if Rome was engag'd 
rhroughly in' her domeſtick difterences, he 
would not part with two dominions, which 
had coſt him ſo much treaſure and blood, and 
which were to be reſtored to perſons, he had 
too ſenſibly wrong'd, to truſt them with a 
power to right themſelves;ic being alſo much 
eaſier to keep them out of their. Kingdomes, 
(1t Syllaand Marixs were plung d into a cavil 
War ) than having reſtor'dthem!, -rokeep his 
own. The apprehenſton Myreng had of this 
(for Cotta then returned for Hhaly) made him 
{end Mitbridates word, that if by a tet day, all 
excules ſet apart, Nicomedes and Ariobarzencs 
had not right done them by tair means, they 
ſhould have it done by the Sword , and he 
ſhould be declared an Enemy for ever to the 
ople of Rome. 

This brisk meſſage made the Porrick King 
finde, that the day Mnrens had ſetdown for 
the reſtitution of Bithynis,and Cappadocia, it 
he did not perform ir by then, was the ſpace 
he had allowed him ro prepare jor ein 
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he cheerfully did,becauſe the ſame time here- 


ceived certain intelligence that Marius and 
Syllawere to throughly engag'd in blood, that 
even Rome was becoine a Humane Shambles, 
and that they neither had the time , nor the 
power to minde any differences but their 
own But becauſe he had experimented 
how advantagious it was to the Land-war,to 
be Maſter of che Sea,and that he had reſigned 
to Syllaall his Fleet, as an evincement he was 
once conquer'd,and asa greater, that he ſhould 
not put him tothe trouble and charge of 
doing fo again; He ns'd all means imaginable 
to recover a (econd fleet; And though by the 
endeavours of Beturtns his Adrural he had en- 
'd many Pirats under his pay,yer he found 
ſo loofe a diſcipline amongſt them, and conle- 
quently ſo uncertain a help, that their pay 
was more confiderable then their ſervice; and 
therefore he diſcharged them, reſolving to 
compole his Naval forces of ſuch onely as 
ſhould give him hopes to repair the nalnek 
of their number, by the exaGneſſe of their 
Order and Obedience. This was the reaſon 
why he ſent Betwitzs to viſit the Maritime 
Towns of Caria, there toentertain ſuch Ships 


of 
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of War, as the free people off that Province 
would permit him to employ. 

And becauſe Betwitus had unſuccesfully en- 
voured to win the conſents of thoſe of Miletws, 


who were much more powerfulat Sea, than 


any Town in Ate, he at length (having cor- 
rupted- (ome of the chief men by large Pre- 
ſents )was adviſed by thoſe to invite; his King 
tocome perſonally rhicher, as the onely, and 
then the certain way toeffeCt his deſires. 

The Pontick Admiral found this adviſe fo 
probable , thirhe perſwaded his King to that 
jonrney', who came with a very {mal retinuc 
within twenty furlongs of the City, and from 
thence ſent a couple of Gentlemen to ac- 
quaint the Magiſtrates thereof, that chey might 
not be alarum'd thereat, and to deſire admit- 
tance and audience in a buſlineſſe,which was of 
ſuch importance,that he would be himlelt che

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honoured my Sword with ſome ſucceſs when 
'twas for your ſcrvice, will not deny it the like 
when 'tis for your ſatisfaCtion, 

You have(ſaid thePrince(s)doneſo much al. 
ready for us,that I know not any thing which 
we may not expe from your Courage and 
Civility; and the next happinels to ſeeing my 
Brother at Liberty, is to receive an aſſurance 
of it from you;but yet Callimachus,bavea care 
you give me as good an account of your (elf,as 
your promiſe; for your preſervation will be 
as requiſite for my ſatisfaction,as for the pub- 
lique ſafety. 

Madam(I anſwered,tranſported with what 
ſhe had ſpoken ) till theſe glorious words, I 
never-was acquainted with any: thing which 
might flatter me into a belief that my preſer- 
vation could be uſeſu] to the publicke, or as 
much as to my felt ; the Gods having kept me 
aſtranger tomy own extraftion,, and yet at 
the {ame time having given me a heart to 
aſpire to what the ſublimeſt only can legiti-. 
mately pretend unto; Yes, Madam, I have fuch 
tranſcendent; aimes , that I thought I could 
undertake nothing which was not infenour 
tothem , till the 'Gods deſiin'd me:to your 

| ſervice, 
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ſervice, which goodneſs I maſt at the ſame in- 
ſtant acknowledge , and deplore; ſince for to 
make me uſcful ro you, they have eclipsd 
che condition you were born unto, and have 
thought fir rather todiminiſh your greatneſs, 
that thereby I might become in ſome poor 
meaſure uſefull co you, than continue it, wher- 
by I ſhould have been deny'd that honour; 

and fince I finde by fo unhoped for , yet 
obliging experiment,that ſuch a manifeſtation 

is not indifferent unto them, nay rather than 

not evidence it, they have ſhaken the greateſt 
Empire of the World,and troubleda Princeſs 
fit to be inthron'd 1n it; 1I ſhall no more doubt 

they will finiſh what they have begun , than 
ſhould rejoyce that my Opinion might have 

che honour to be yours; or ifit be not , that 

ot will pardon its being mine. 

All the while I was ſpeaking, I was much 
more concern'd in Statira's looks than in what 
I ſpoke; for I could not but believe that a 
heart entirely hers, could be illegible to her, 
and therfore I was much more intent to know 
her ſenſe of- what was there, than to cloath 
that diſcovery in expreſſions fit for its ſelf; dr 
that admirable Perſon to whom it was made:

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Neither durſt I, obſerving that more reſerved 
look ſhe put on when I began my diſcourſe, 
conclude it in words of che fame quality; buc 
Lo alter'd it, that the end might reliſh of the 
beginning, or of my great hopes of relieving 
her generous Brother : In which ſenſe ſhe 
ſeemed to receive what I had ſaid, and there. 
fore told me; Though the Gods have dircQly 
concealed from you what your extraction is, 
yet obliquely they ſcem to inform you of it; 
tor by giving you ſuch high aimes, you may 
thereby know your deſcent is not diſpropor- 
tionate : yet permit meto tell you that your 
deſignes of acquiring as great an Empire , as 
you preſerve for Mithridates, is not to me 
ſo eminent a proof that. your birth is high, as 
your {o generouſly undertaking his quarrel a- 
gainſt his Rebels, the relief of the oppreſled 
being a clearer a& of greatneſle, than winning 
of Kingdomes;. this being moſt frequently 
the recompence of force, that being alway 
the illuſtration of, vertue, But alas'ſhe con- 
tinued,) would to the Gods I could believe 
the warres my fathcr 1s plunged into,could be 
frrationally attributed to what you alledge : 
No, Callimgchrs , bis. own faults, and the.

crimes of his ſubjeQsare too viſible, and great, 
toallow me any riſe to aſcribe our preſent 
confuſions to any other eauſe ; and*if I have 
any hopes that they are (ent-only for ourcor- 


rection, not our ruine; "tis that the Gods: 


have ſent us in our afflitions ſach a Friend, 
' who doubtleſſe would not have been permit- 
ted to have imploy'd his ſword and condut 
in a quarel deſigned to be unſucceſſeful: Nor: 
would thoſe powers have ſo ſtrangely preſer- 


ved Ataphernes, but that every individual of 


this anfortunate family are deſtin'd to owe 
their ſafety unto you, that the Gods mighe 
not wholly deſtroy a houle,in which poſſibly 
ſome unguilry perſons are, and yet preſerve 
it in ſuch- a way as might entirely ftlence any 
imaginations of their having acted towards 
that mercy: And it may-be alto to make 
thoſe of it, in l6ve with vertue, above power, 
when they ſhall experiment that the deſart of 
an-unknown perſon could: more preſerve 
them, than innumerable Armics too too-cme- 
pty thereof. 

I had not (continued Callimachw) leifare 
enough to admire the excellent vertue, and 


reſembling oblig<dneſſe of the faire Statira., 
| nor: 
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nor indeed to pay by my acknowledgements 
any part of that valt debt, what ſhe had (aid, 
had lo juſtly engaged me unto ; by reaſon the 
Princefle Koxaxa,and immediately after the 
Queen,came to congratulate with Mubridatis 
the happy news of Atafernes's being alive. 

Whilſt the two ſiſters were entertaining 
one another , Monyma aiter ſome uſual Dil- 
courſes preſenting me her hand, made me fol- 
low her to the fartheſt end of the chamber we 
were in, where having a while continued (i- 
lent, ſhe at length cold me; I obſerve,Callim- 
machus,your carriage towards me has ſo much 
of indifterency in it, that it might juſtly pro- 
voke me toimitate you, which (doubtleſlc) 
long agon I had done ; were it not to con- 
vince you that in all things which entirely de. 
pend upon actings, I have an eſteem for you 
uncapable of {uppreſlion, or as much as of di- 
minution. 

Madam (Ireply'd , ſtrangely ſurpriſed at 
what ſhe had ſpoke) I hope my carriage to 
you has reliſh'd of all ſorts of reſpe& due to 
your condition, and merit; if it has not, ! 
humbly beg to be cold my fault, that I may 
not onely repaire ir, but alſo puniſh ROAR | 
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ſo contrary to my duty and inclination. 

Your fault ( the Queen reply'd, caſting 
down her eyes and bluſhing )is better mended 
then told : but lince you pretend to be igno- 
rant, I ſhall inde out an opportunity not on- 
ly ro acquaint you with it,but alſo with what 
I am confident cauſes it, Theſe words were 
ſcarce out of her mouth when ſhe went away, 
and 'twas happy for me ſhe did ; for had ſhe 
ſtaid, ſhe could not but have gueſſed by my - 
diſorders, what had occafion'd them:her laſt 
expreſſion gave me ſo much feare, that I 
found my felt too unfit to continue longer in 
the Princeſſes chamber , out of which pre» 
tended to go,as aduty to the company therey 
having aſſured them,if the next day the enemy 
declin'd not the Battel, which . | thought 
neither their condition! nor-courage would 
make them guilty of, I would: leave no; means 
unattempted to reſtore the Prince Atafer+ 
nes to his liberty. | 

After the civilitics that promiſe did invite 
the Queen and Princeſſes to' beſtow upon 
me, I went to vifit Craterus,whoin I found 
more afflited: by. his being unable to afliſt 
mein the intended: Battel 3 than at thoſe 

w' wounds 
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wounds which denied him that power,and me 
his help: from thence I went to Mithridates, 
who-thenearer wegrew to the execution of 
our dcſigne, had the more averlenefle to it; 
but having again diſſipated raole cold appre- 
henſions by words altogether Martial and 
promiſing, | retir'd towards the Camp, ac- 
companied by all thoſe Officers which then 
were in Nicomedia , relolving not to ſee that 
place again, till I were covered with Laurels, 
and till by eminent repearcd ſervices I might 
let the faire Statrra lee, I wanted not merit, 
buta ſufficient qualicy to aſpire unto the title 
of her {ervant. After, having given the re- 
quiſite orders for the ſucceeding dayes buft- 
neſſe, I diſmils'd all-men out of my Tent, but 
Demetrivs , whom I order'd to imbeliſh my 
Armour with-the richeſt ſtones I had, for de- 
figningto att remarkable things I was reſolv'd 
to wear Armes which were ſo: And know- 
ing that ſo ſignal an engagement could not 
but invite the-Princeſic'to be a ſpcCtator of it, 
which {rom the Battelments of the Palace (he 
might caſily be, I thought my intended gal- 
lantry would be exculable; and I elc&ed 
rather to be known toll my enemies, then:

This doubtrais'd in me {6 many fears, and 
troubles, that they were viſible to-the'King'of 
Bithynia , who therefore aſſured me ; ſince he

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that promiſe , as for all his other reſpe&s

Afiaticks, which their pride or wiſedom lo 
much condemn'd. | 
On the other fide Mzhridates Troopes 
which conſiſted ( for the moſt part) 'of 
the young Nobility, and Gentry of hisDo- 
minions , which their honour, as much as 
his danger, had incited under his Enſignes, 
were ſo gallant and rich in their Furni- 
tures, as were alſo all thoſe Courtiers which 
ſhame or glory had drawn out of Neco- 
media, that they look'd rather like going to 
triumph after a Victory, than to win one; 
+ Who even that morning had beheld the va- 
rious multitudes of colours, the Winde and 
thoſe which carryed them did wanton withz 
The gliſtcring of Armes, and Swords, the vat 
Numbers of brave Horſe,all teeming as impa- 
tient of delay as their very Riders; the variety 
of Nations and Habits,and their diftinct mar- 
tial Countenances; the exad regularity every 
individual Battalion had within ics (elf, and 
the perfe& propogtion all of them had with 
each other;whoeyer too had heard the neigh- 


mg of the Horſe, the ſhouts of the Souldiers,

confels'd how deformed {oever the face of 
War uſes to appear , yet that day it had

that Noble entcrtainment,and proſpeR, that 
tt was with ſome relucancy I pur a period 
Oo It, 

The Enemies forces conliſted(as I may ſay) 
of three Armies, and were commanded þ 
Nicomedes, Ariobarzanes and Myrena, out of all 
which Archilaus and Neoptolemmus had a great . 
body of Horſe and Foot given them toleade, 
who acted fo many high things that day, 
that had it been for their Countrey ( as 
it was againſt it ) their 'precedent guilt 
nught have becn thereby entirely de- 
tac'd, | 

In imitation of the Fnemics Order, 1 
had divided my Army /into--three equal 
parts, having firſt choſen out 'a - 
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le& number, as a general reſerve to anſwer 
all emergencies © and becauſe 'I was ex- 
ceedingly over-powered in Foot, I placed 
behind every Battalion of my Foot, a 
Reſerve of Horſe to countenance and 
ſecond them, which proved of no ſmall 
uſe. 

Secretly, behinde the outwardmoſt divi. 
| fions of our winges of Horſe, I placed ſome 
of our belt Archers, who when'we were 

oing to Charge , diſcovered -them- 
ſelves , and thereby not onely amazed, buc 
ſo gall'd our Enemies with their Arrowes, 
that the wounded Horſes by their diſ- 
orders made ſufficient breaches for us toen- 
ter at; This too did not a little help us; 
but that which did moſt , was this which I 
am now going to tell you ; (tor I-neyer 
ſaw it pratis'd before, and it was then of 
ſo great an advantage, that you will per- 
haps pardon my particulariſing of it, andpo- 
fibly one day have occaſion to-make iule of it; 
which if you have, I wiſh 'it may be as 
ſaccesfull to the followers', as to the 
inner of it.) | 
found when our Armics:faced one ano- 


”- ther 
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ther that the Enemy did much overwin 
us, and that poſlibly therefore he had 
negleted to fecure his left Flank with a 
deep ſtream which ran ſome three fur- 
longs from it, -ſo that hee had fo 
much of Champion ground on that 
wing, and had much more on the 0- 
ther. | 

In our embattailing therefore I let him ſee 
how much he outwingd us on both fides; but * 
when we moved to the Charge, I gave ſtrict 
order toall my Army to ſhog (till toward the 
Ripght-hand ; ſo that by the tune we came to 
mingle, we out-winged their Left Flank, as 
much as their Right wing out-winged our 
Left, and thereby in a great meaſure ſhared 
the inconveniences with them, which by their 
numbers they might haveentirely caſt upon 
.us , if they had taken the advantage of the 
place in bocoing the ſtream on their leſt 
Flank. 

I ſhall not trouble you in giving a minutes 
deſcription of this day's a&tion, tis en ough you 

know, though the Mithridatians did behave 
themſelyes like men ofhonour, yet theRomis, 


red by N:comedes (for Myreng had been dange- 
roully. 
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rouſly wounded,and was carryed off inthe be- 
ginning of the fight, and all Nicomedes's Forces 
had been broken and diſpersd )) fo ſignally 
manifeſted their courages and kept their dil- 


cipline , that I was twice reduced to our Ge-. 


neral Reſerve, and toa Body of Foot which 
had been kept entire onely by the help and 
countenance of ſome Horſe , which had been 
their reſerve. | 
That which had reduced us to this extrea- 
mity was not onely the fall of Megabizes 
(who though heloſt his-Life, yet he gota Re- 
putation which was much more worth ) but 
alſo the dangerous wounds which Lingarue 
received, who thereby was carryed out of the 
Field ſenſeleſs, and ſpeechleſs, yet accompa- 
nicd with ſo many clogies, that none.which 
was a Friend to honour, would have declin'd 
the bloody Rate, at which he had purchas'd 
his great Gods! what did Inot think,and what 
did-I not ſay,when I aw my ſelf reduced to 
ſo fadan extremitie, to be worſted in Statira's 
quarrel, nay evenin herfight; and thereby 
expoſe her to loſe her own Liberty, whoſe 
beaurics were capable to deprive all men of 
theirs? To preſume to litt up my Js co 
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ſucha perſon, and be defeatedat the head of 
ſachan Army; To have had ſucceſs cnough to 
give me ſuch exalted hopes, and then from the 
height of them to precipitate me, were confi. 
derations too too ſufficient to make me caſt 
my ſelf intothe Arms of Death , to put a pe-: 
ri0d unto them. 

I nay truly fay (generous Princels) that 
thisdeſpair made me att ſtrange things, even 
worthy the fair Mithridatia's fight , and per- 
haps her commendation, which yet Ieven 
bluſh'd at,to finde that any motive could in- 
ſpire my Arm,more, then the Nobleſt Paſſion 
for the Nobleſt Object. 

I kill'd m thisfury Neoprolenrms at the head 
of his Forces , - and took Ariobarz.anes in the 
Center of his, 'and by the help of Lingarms 
Son , who had rallied a Body of the young 
Boſpborian Nobility, I ſtopp'd the current of 
Nicomedes ſucceſs, and thereby gave my own 
Forces time and opportunity to Rally,which 
they did, and with which we ſoon made our 
Friends fee we were Conquerours, and our 
Enemies feel jt. EE, 

Never was there in ſuch a number ſo horrid 


an execution', ſcarcely Njcomedes and Murens 
loaden 
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loaden with wounds, could recoyer alittle, 
Boat , which with much hazard carryed them 
to Archilaus's Fleet, where he himſelf ſoon at- 
ter did arrive,curſing fortune which had given 
them ſuch hopes, only to make their lols che 
more unſupportable. | 
But amidſt the blood and confuſion of our 
Victory, I caus'd the Name of Atafernes to be 
ecchoed in all places, and by all Perſons under 
my Command, promiling high rewardsto any 
which could bring me Newes of him,bur find- 
ing thoſe wayes unſuccesfull I ſent ſeveral 
partyes of Horſe towards the Sea, preſuppo- 
ſing when the Enemy had (cen the probabili- 
ty of their defeat they might have ſent him 
towards their Fleet, as the onely place to (c- 
cureſo conſiderable apritoner in. | 
And that nothing might be lefe uneflay'd, 
and ſomething acted according to my own 
minde ,/ gallopped I my- ſelf ' away at the 
head 'of ſome Horſe, to ſeek that generous 
Prince , for whoſe Freedom I had higher de- 
ſires than for Vicory. }. 
I wasalready come within ſight of the-Sea 
, without diicovering what I ſoughit , and was 
even turning back when Iperceived coming 
| Kk out 
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out-of a ſmall wood a Body of Horie ,-whoi 
bended their courſe towards a Gally which 
rode near the Shoar, but. yet they marched fo 
leaſurely that F concluded in fo general: a 
Flight they carryed off ſome confiderable per- 
ſon , whoſe then condition would not admit 
of a ſpeediermotion. 

I therefore reſolved to attempt them, and 
having fent ſome Horſe to engage them and 
to retard their March,I came upatlaſt with 
all choſe Thad with me, and after ſome Refi 
ſtance broke and defeated the Enemy : But, 
Oh Gods | what was my joy when I found in 
a Littor the Prince Atafernes alive ? but fo 
weak and changed with his wounds that 
*twas ſome time before I knew him, and 'twas 
with much difficulty that he embraced me. 

This addition to the winning of the Battail, 
made me need but one defire more: With 
Atafernes 1 joyfully took up onr way. to the 
Camp,whither as we were going, he ſo-{i 
ly owned the ſervices I had payd him and his 
Family, and in ſuch prefling words afſur'd me 


| they had nothing in their power above my -||. 


merit,that thereby he flatter'd a deſpair,which 
his fair Siſtercould only ſuppreſs. an

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" - Hetold me too that he owed his life to mes 
before I had this laſt time redeem'd it;for My- 
rena enragedat his wounds,Sthinking the day 
would be loſt, ſince thoſe neceſſitated him to - 
retire;had commanded his Souldiers to(whom 
I was a priſoner, and who then guarded me) 
that if they could not recover theFlect before 
they. were overtook , they ſhould put me tg 
Death; which (being once purſued) they were 
abour to perform, when by accident Nicomedes 
in his flight paſling by, not only hindred, but 
diſcharged thoſe Romans of Myrenxa, placed a 
Troope of Bithynmans and Cappadpcjans about 
me, with order if they were overtook , or 
worſted,they ſhould leave me untouch'd; and 
baving acquainted me therewith , he added, 

'twas for Callimachus fake who had defired 

his care of me. 

This gencrolity I was inform'd of with much 
rivfattion, and with no leſs trouble, tofinde 
my Fate had deftin'd me to be an Enemy to 
Prince, who by many confinements merited 
my Service. 

We were no ſooner arrived at the Camp, 
than the ſhoutes of Vitory were drowng. ia | 
thoſe Atafernes life,and A” 2 in

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the Souldiers, whoſe joyes yet had not a high- 
er produfion, thana cauſe. ' *Twas then [ 
waited upon Ariobarzanes ., where hayi 
pay'd him all che civilities due to his Title,and 
given him all thoſe conlolations due to his 
condition, ſent him to Mitbridates , accom- * 
panied with che chict Officers of the Ar- 
my. » 
"But 'to let you ſee the inſtability of the 
moſt promiſing earthly condition,as I wasen- 
vironed with ſome thouſands of Conque- 
rours , #nd in the embraces of a generous 
Prince, there came a young man of anexcel- 
tent Men, and in a Garb which ſhewed him-to 
be of ſome quality,wbo deſired ro [peak with 
me, promiſing a picce of intelligence worthy - 
my knowledge. 

| muſt confeſs I trembled at ie, fearing it 
might be ſome diſcovery where Nicomedes 
was concealed, and therefore I would have 
put him- oft, but he ſo preſlingly importun'd 
my attention.that in the end I gave-it him,but 
ſtead of what he promiſed, he plung'd a 
Dagger into my breaſt up to the Handle, and 
wouldhave doubled his ftroke, but that I had 
Rrength enough left to force it out of his 

| : band, 
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hand, and return-bis bloody preſent, at which 
he fell,and bad only Life enough leſt ro lay, 
that he was Neoptolemus Son; and that ſince I 
bad deſtroy'd his Father and family,baving no 
other way to at his Revenge, he had. choſen 
that, which he- hoped his high wrongs and 
neceſſitated condition would apologize 
for. 

- His immediate Death ſaved him. from 
thoſe torments therage and grief of the: Soul- 
diers had defign'd him; but ſuch abundance of 
blood guſhed out of my wound, that , I ſoon 
after fell, and 'twas with much art and Payn, 
that my wound was bound up. 

The generous Atafernes took me into his 
Lictor;and the,pallace in Nicomedia being the 
neareſt place we could. retire unto,,, we ad- 
vanced thither, | 

Never was there Friumph lo ada x ee. 
never was there Laurel apd/Cypreſs:lo exattly 
mingled ; the whole: Arg, march'd by the 


Littor carrying the trophies of their ſuccels, 
and waſhing them with their tears. ;, {© that 
when the King, th: Queen, andthe Princeſs, 
came to meet us at the Court-gate,torhonour 


and ſhare. in.the joy of our ſuc cels, they o_ 
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ſo many evincements' of grief 'in all' the /Ar-/ 
nies looks, that they knew not what to fear, 
andyet did fear every thing;the {added Soul, 
diers which marched in the firſt Ranks, gave 
fo imperfeQ an account of what they were de- 
minded, as did alſo all thoſe which followed, 
that their eyes were their firſt & crueſt-intel- 
ligencers ; and though at the ſame time they 
ſaw Atafernes alive, andfree, yet fceing me 
with ſo little life by hin, and all disfigured 
with blood, itſeem'd to chaſe away all their 
cauſes offatisfa&tion; and I found by as ſad as 
higha-proof, that my hfe was not inconfide- 
rable to ſo many emitient perſons, and above 
all,to that fair Princeſs to whole ſervice I had

But I was then as much troubled what

'T was with the fatal Newes that at the ex- 
piration of fourteen dayes Mithridates had 
publickely declared , the Nuptials between 
Statira and Aſcanjus ſhould be celebrated; who 
chereups ſent half ofhis Fleet into theEuxine 
Sea,to conquer what that Element had ſaved 
of Nicomedes, Ariobarz.anes,and Myreng's ruins: 
Therevolt of Archilaus and Neoptolenms ha- 
ving depriv'd the Pontick King of moſt of his 

 Na- 
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Navall-forces, and his defign'd Son-in-law's 

being ſo ſtrong, that he rather thought that 

proportion of the largeſt than the lealt; re- 

terving alſo the reſidue to carry back his 

Queen with more pompe into Cyprus, which 
happy Countrie had been once delſtin'd tothe 
Queen of Love, and now to a beautic which 
more juſtly merited that Title. 

In the mean while Pharnaces returned with 
his Army , niore troubled that his Father had 
by Atafernes received his deliverance than if 
he had entirely failed of it, andif he had any 
thoughts which rctreſh'd him, they were only 
thoſe which did riſe from the ſpeedy probabi- 
litie of Stat:ra's removal, and conſequently of 
his Brother's bzing thereby deprived of his 
powerfulleſt friend; and therefore he ſo incel- 
ſantlypreſt the ſpeedy celebration of the Nu- 
ptials, that thereby he gained as high an in- 
tereſt in Aſtanizs asa pertormance ſo accepta- 
ble to an impatient Lover could poſlibly pro- 
cure. 

At laſt the eve of the long'd for day ar- 
rived, and now nothing was ſeen but prepara- 
tives for celebrating of it, which was to pro- 
duce the higheſt extreames in the Cyprian 
Qo 2 King 
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King and me. The Armyes had received 
orders to expreſs their Military joyesin all 
thoſe wayes wich could give the higheſt evi- 
dence of them 3; 'the Screets were alrezdy 
beautified with criumphal Arches; The Cour- 
tiers did-all ftrive who ſhould out-ſhine each 
other; The Pricſts had prepared heards of (a- 
crifices; And in a word, all things had put on 
their chearfulleſt looks bur Statira, Atafernes, 
and I, the firſt continuing that ſame-cqual 
remper which had been fo long her vradhile 
that I fear'd it was turn'dher Nature; the (e- 
cond {ympathiſing in his Friends ſorrows, 
worethem ſoviſibly that they were at once 
both my comfort and my trouble; the third 
you may too too ealily imagine had ſuch 
infinite cauſes of grief that their ctefs were 
proportionate. 

Had it been the hour of my death which 
was come ſo near me as the hour of loſing Sta- 
tira, Iſhoutld have confider'd it with much lefs 
trouble. 

Sometimes T relolv'd to goand tell her / 
ador'd her, with a paflion which could much 
rather make me elc& the Grave, than to fee 
her Aſcanins' $3 and though I Was able to = 

and: 
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and not pollels her, yet I was unable to live 
and (ce another do it, andrthen a& that truth 
as well as (peak it;ſometimes I reſolved to let 
the Cyprian King know how abſolutely im- 
flſible it wastor him to enjoy Statira, and I 
life , and therefore that be muſt deprive 
me of T his ro poſſeſle That, and thereby ei- 
ther avoid being {caſible of my lols,or hinder 
him from acting int: {ometunes too [ thought 
of going to Mitbridates, of laying my ſervices 
betore him, and of acquaiating him Aſcanixs. 
had never ated , but what all men livi 
would, adored the higheſt beauty and Aefired 
to enjoy her; that my Sword had put him paſt 
the needing ſuch a Friend, or at leſt the buy- 
ing him at ſuch a Rate; that if he would make 
her the blefling of my ſervices, I would engage 
co carry his EnGgnes where the Roman Ea- 
gles yet could never fly, and feat herin a | 
Throne as little unworthy of her as the Earth | 
could produce; that as ſoon as Mihridatia's 
beauty was as well known to the Worldaz 
to A(canixs,all the Kings of it would do more 
for hope of that Reward than Aſcanins could 
do for poſſeſſing it : ſometimes too I wasde- 


termin'd to preſent my ſelf to thole Forces; 
Os

to whom I had fo often ſhewed the way to 
Victory , and by diſclofing my deſpair have 
rovoked their Swords to have cured it. 

Theſe and many as extravagant thoughts 

were the produftions of my diſtemper, which 
when a little confideration had let me ſec 
they were,l caſt them off as ſuch. 

But though myReafon ſhew'd me what I was 
not to do, yet it could not what I was to do,ſo 
that when the Night came, the laſt Night of all 
my hopes, I was as unreſolved what to do, as [ 
was certain, doing nothing , what I was to ſuf- 
fcr. 

I had ſome little glimpſe of comfort to 
feel I was not able to go to the Temple, and 
be a looker on,leſt thereby I might have been 
{natch'd from my felf , and forced into a Re- 
venge, which I had ſo long endeavoured to 
reaſon( at leaſt perſwade)) my. ſelf out of; but 
this appearing only a hindering of me from 
doing ill , and not any thing of advancement 
m my doing well, I had as little time 
to reflect upon it, asT have ſpent intelling it. 

The generous Atafernesdidſcarce abandon 
me one moment, knowing my condition 
needed all the conſolation, though it was 


above 
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a bove all ſervice of a Friend. The Night 
was not an hour old, when Aſcanius leading in 
Statira came into Atafernes Chamber , which 
bare ſight had near overthrown all the ſober 
thoughts of the preceding day,burt they ſtay'd 
not long, Mithridates carrying them away to 
{ce ſome fires of joy theNicomedians had made 
to grace the Eve of the intended Marriage: 
* ſome two hours after, Atafernes and I, having 
diſengap'd our ſelves from our many Viſitors, 
went to try if we could walk ina Gallery 
contiguous to his Bed-chamber, where we had 
not long been, when Statiraand Roxana came 
into it to viſit their Brother having miſs'd 
him in his Chamber. 

That obliging Prince ſo dexteroufly ma- 
naged the buſineſs that he got his elder Siſter 
to him at one end of the Gallery, and leftme 
with my Princeſs at the other. 

I thought this was an opportunity not to- 
be loſt , and yet could not imagine how it 
might be improved, but to begin a diſcourſe 
which might give me the opportunity to ſay 
ſomething if by a miracle I ſhould finde aRiſe 
for my ſo doing: I told heryou are now (Ma- 

dam) going to place Aſcanins in a felicity fo 
great 
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great, that it thereby you could place your 


{elfin a reſembling one, you would not leave 
your Servants any thing to wiſh, or your ſelf 
to delire.
